decision should be a matter of 
grave concern to.all Jews, and 


some measure should be devised to 
ascertain Whether a decision of 
this kind, foreclosing the Jewish 
future in Palestine, expresses the 
attitude cf a majority of Jews, or 
at least of all those willing to ex: 
press an opinion. For there will 
be no going back on a policy re 
cording a judgment of this kind. 

What, in actual practice, a dec!- 
sion of this kind may mean is 
made clear in the London “Jewish 
Chronicle” of October 23, Which 
devoted two pages to “Effendis 
Dupe Government and _ Arabs,” 
“Sporadic Violence Still Un- 
checked,’ and concluded with an 
artcile entitled “Hiding the Truth,” 
which relates the amazing story 
that Lieut. General Dill’s Order of 
the Day, describing the termina- 
tion of the Arab strike, was 
changed by the civil authorities so 
that “rebels” became’ “patriots,” 
and ‘national heroes.” It adds: 
“An official conspiracy of silence 
has been hatched. The Palestina 
Government wishes to assure the 
population that all is quiet and

dles sales, The brothers were 


both born in New York, and drift- 
ed into leopard-hunting via Sev- 
enth Avenue. Benjamin now 
spends most of his time in Africa;

The leopard-skin trade behaved 
oddly during the depression, The

During the next three years the 
average jumped to 12,000, to the 
pleased astonishment of the broth- 
ers; in ’34 and ’35 it was 18,000;

And even though the 
available quantity of skins has in 
creased, the prices have gone up, 
too. <A single skin which would 
have brought $20 in 1928 now sells 
for $40, The Lepow brothers 
don’t know what made their mar- 
ket behave so perversely, but they 
hazard the guess that many people 
who before the depression might 
have bought mroe expensive furs,

Furthermore, there are certain 
diseases that are always prevalent 
among certain animals and which 
may be transmitted to humans; 
this complicates our problem. By 
observing the Jewish Dietary Laws 
much disease can be avoided, The 
flesh of swine is prohibited, for no 
matter how cured it may still in. 
fest us with trichina, tape worm, 
swine fever and allied diseases. 
We may not eat of the meat of 
permitted cattle unless it is killed 
and prepared as prescribed by our 
laws and regulations so that all the 
blood is drained out of it, because 
the blood is very often the carrier 
of the disease, By following the 
dietary laws we have the advan- 
tage of proper inspection of the 
swine fever and allied diseases. 
ing free from disease, The salting 
of the meat helps to cure it and 
adds to its safety besides freeing 
it from the unhealthy coagulated 
blood which is often a_ breeding 
place for germs. 

The maet of Kosher animals is 
also easier to digest. Proof for 
this satement can be deduced from 
the fact that in cases of any diges:. 
tive disturbances or other disease, 
every authority in dietetics pro. 
hibits pork and venison even where 
other meats are permitted, There 
are Jewish women who feed their 
infants bacon because they ‘had 
heard it is good for children. Now, 
bacon is only used in diets because 
of its fat content which is supposed 
to be easily digested, but no animal 
fat is at any time as digestible as 


vegetable fats and butter, When 
animal fat is desirable that of 
sheep and mutton is at least as 


rich in food value as bacon and at 
the same time more digestible and 
much safer to use because of the 
rigid inspection it is given by the 
Shochtim, There is, therefore, no 
justification for the use of bacon 
in the Jewish household. 

Now, how about mixing milk and 
milk products with meat, frying 
meat in butter? These make for 
indigestion and stomach troubles, 
so much so that there is no book 
on dietetics that does not advise 
against it. In all diet lists the ad- 
vice given is “Don’t eat milk or
